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PREFACE 



The Child's Primer is designed as a First Book for chil- 
dren. A few points of its peculiar traits are worthy of 
notice. 

As it is intended to be an introduction to the art of spell- 
ing, the lessons in spelling are more numerous than those 
in reading ; yet the reading lessons are numerous enough 
for the application of the most simple spelling lessons. 

The exercises in spelling comprehend illustrations of the 
regular, or most usual sounds and powers of the letters, 
and their simplest combinations. They are so arranged as 
to effect a facility in using each letter or -combination before 
proceeding to another, and embrace a large number of fami- 
liar words. 

The art of word building by changes in the position of 
letters and by the addition of suffixes and affixes, is illustra- 
ted and so unfolded as by easy steps to give an introduction 
to the art of spelling. 

The difficulties arising from the variableness and irregu- 
larity of the sounds of the letters and different combinations 
of. letters to represent the same sound are avoided and 
reserved for illustration in another work.
